NASHVILLE (N. C.) RACES AND SALES OF STOCK. 

A well-informed correspondent, in • letter dated Nashville, North Carolina, 
Nov. 4th, gives ua the following interesting intelligence :— 

Dear Sir,—I have, during the past week, witnessed the Races over the Nash- 
ville Course. There was a fine display of horses, both io quantity and quality. 
Wc had some of the crack nags of the day, such as Fanny Wyatt, Black p rince t 
Canary, &c., from Mr. O. P. Hare’s stable; then we had Mr. J. C. Claiborne’* 
and 'Dumukson's stable in part, Mr. Wynn’s stable, Mr. McLeod’s, Mr. Bol¬ 
lock s, Mr. McDaniel’s, Gen. J. O. K. Williams’ stable, and Dr. Payb, in part 

in all, about 40 in number. The weathei was fine, and we had good sport, bat 
slow time. The track was, and ever will be, very heavy from sand. 

Mr. J. K. Bullock sold his 3 yr. old Leviathan filly, that ran second to Imp, 
Likeness at Warrenton, N. C., the 2 mile day, to Messrs. B. Arington and D. 
McDaniel for $2750, and she won the Club purse at Nashville, N. C., this week, 
beating Black Prince, three mile heats, in 6:081. She beat him in beautiful style ; 
the race was well contested for two miles and a half, when he gave it up, and was 
drawn after the first heat. The breeder of this filly, Mr. J. K. Bullock, bas a ful 
sister to her, and a Pacific, both of which are now 2 yrs. old, and they are said 
to be birds of the first feather; the Pacific won her stake here, giving great evi¬ 
dence of both foot and garr.J. 

There was a sweepstake opened here, for celts and fillies now one year old, and 
two nominations made, and it is expected there will be some 12 or 15 more, $500 
each subscription, to name when entered, and to close the 1st of February next, 
to be run ihe Fall of 1840 ; six gentlemen have already promised to make nomi¬ 
nations. This seems as if they intended to “go it” in this country with mors 
spirit than heretofore. I think this kind of sport is increasing here as well as else, 
where, to a very desirable extent. The great spirit at the South on this subjec 
seems to have given new life to it here. 

The I onson filly that was sold last Spring at Warrenton, N. C., 2 yrs. old, out 
of bantail, was bought hy Messrs. Townes and Williamson, at an advance of 
$1190; she sold for $1810 in the Spring, and they gave $3000. Susan Lindsey 
was sold at \V arrenton at the same time, and bought by that spirited breeder, Mr. 
W. B. Mears, at $1420. Maj. A. J. Davie sold his Imp. ch. f. Likeness at 
Warrenton, N. C. t for $3250, to Mr. Long, and Mr. J. K. Bullock sold, at the 
same time, the Leviathan filly, 3 years old, before alluded to, to Mr. Arinotom 
and McDaniel for $2750, with an interest in her winnings, as Mr. Davie sold his 
to Mr. Jmng. 

You will please add to your subscription list the names of two friends. They 
are both fine fellows, and will go it freely on a good one; and I think, aa they are 
both young hands at the business, but liberal and spirited, they will have them aa 
sure as young ducks swim, and they arc both able to do it. B.

CLASSIFICATION OF JOCKEY CLUB MEETINGS. 

Under this head, an intelligent and sensible writer in the September num¬ 
ber of the “ Turf Register ” makes several suggestions that may bo in¬ 
teresting to some of our readers. The subject we also commend to the attention 
of our sporting friends in the West and South. Something of the kind appears to 
be particularly required in Kentucky from the great increase of the number of 
Courses in that “ race horse region,” which by the bye is taking the lead of moat 
others :— 

Some time since I called the attention of Turfites to the subject of so amn£> 
ing the Jockey Club Meetings, that they might be laid out somewhat iu circuits, 
thereby enabling gentlemen to attend a certain and reasonable number of meetings 
without interference. Under the present system the races in the immediate vici¬ 
nity of a stable may be so arranged as to force a man to lose much time with bis 
horacs, or if he attend as many meetings as may compensate him for training, ha 
must post his horses hy steam from New Fork to Raleigh, or what may be suit, 
worse, il a liberal sportsman, he inav with the best colt be forced to pay forfeit ia. 
■takes, when meetings to which he subscribes occur on the same day, as was lha 
case recently, the races on the National Course, Washington city, and old New¬ 
market, Virginia, commencing on the 2d of October. Tnis should not happen, Off 
it it did, f. should be under so.ne regular system by which gentlemen at the tim* 
of subscribing sho j Id clearly under* land they had no chance of ruiming. Under, 
these circumstances a man would not think of entering for the mere privilege of 
paving lorlcit. Something like this occurred with Col. Wynn not long since; ho 
had entries at New Y’ork and Virginia—under some arrangement the meetings 
clashed—he was forced to pay soiob heavy forfeits with a cult that could have 
won. 

If all the meetings in a reasonable distance were 60 arranged as to commence 
the last week in September and end the first in November, this would enable the 
sjiortsmeti to attenJ abo it six meetings—_*no ig't in all console ice —a id at a season 
when they cuuld calculate on good weather for their sport. This wysietn would 
apply well from North Carohua to New York. 

Thus the clubs at Raleigh, Danville, Salisbury, Nash, Warrenton and Edge¬ 
combe should mako one circuit—Crosskeys, Norfolk, Fairfield, Tree Hill, and 
Newmarket, would make a second circuit, and thus arrango the mee;ings in Uto 
upper part of Virginia, also in Maryland, Jersey and New York. 

Under this system it is true no one stable could make a sweep from Virginia t* 
New Y'ork, but at ihe same time it would enable many stables to win and defray 
expenses, and thus more generally diffuse, or perhaps I should more properly say, 
keep up the spirit of racing, and aa a consequence better sustain fair prices for 
blood slock. It is true we might not perhaps sell our horses at twelve or fifteen 
thousand dollars, but many could be sold at good figures —a steady and fair do 
maud is always preferable to solitary high sales. 

This system when once under way would more than double the number of train¬ 
ing stables, and increase iu a similar ratio the demand for grain to tha great benefit 
u! our agricultural community. 

But its advantages to the turfitos themselves is almost incalculable; a recur¬ 
rence to our turf history some few years past will be the best mode of placing 
this matter in a proper point of view. It will be remembered that at ono lima 
Cut. Johiisoit had in his stable those two fine mares, TnJU and IrontUe , and altar- 
naiing them for more thin twelve months, he won (almost) every three and four 
•mlu purse from Peiersburgh to New York; now under this system be could bava 
’nit a fair portion of the purses, and as there would be at least five circuits, noon* 
•:ould with one stable appropriate more than one for himself, and leave the other 
our to lus friends. I do not cite Col. Johnson as an instance because I am an- 
rieudly to hun ; far fro.it it; so long as the present plan induces I am as willing 
ie »houId benefit by it as any ntan on the turf, aud little Trifle ever had my best 
.vishes I offer the present arrange nent to tho clubs in the Raleigh circuit,—Sa- 
isbury 1st. Danvillo 21, rtileigh 3d, Warrenton 4th, Nash 5th, Egecotnbe flth. 
I’lie horses would travel hul a short distance lo each' of these meeting*, and io!o- 
.,b!c management would keep them iu uood condition and aflbrd good racing, and 
his plan I most respec:fully submit to them ; if they approve and adopt it, I sat 
crtain others v««il follow so good an example A.

DsaR Sir,—I send you an account of a Hunt that took place in this neighbor¬ 
hood some time back, which may cause a contraction of the risible muscles of 
,omc of your subscribers, who know something about, and are fond of the sport 
0 f Deer Hunting. 

In the village of W——, a delightful retreat for planters in the neighborhood, 
daring the summer of 35, after a good deal of argument, pro and con, it was I 
agreed to raise a Hunting Club; so every one began to look about him to raise ' 
* pack, (tor you must know the village did not contain a regular sportsman ;) so, 
after collecting every coon dog, hog dog, and negro dog, that could trace his pedi¬ 
gree though ever so remote, to the hound, a collection was made, and a day fixed 
open for the first hunt. The sportsmen assembled, every one “ eager for the fray,’’ 
an d a Yankee schoolmaster gave the little members holiday, so that he might par¬ 
take of the sports of a Carolina Deer Hunt.

William Sekto.n, poor fellow, who went out with Barrett and Ins company 
to New Orleans, died there a few hours nftcr his arrival. He was a brother of 
Mr. John Skkton. the popular comedian, and has left a wife (late Miss Ann Wa- 
Bi.\o now at the National) and one child, to lament the loss of an affectionate 
husband and father. The “ Daily P.cayunc" of the 2G.h ult relates the follow¬ 
in'* afTeciing scene, which took place at his burial . 

°Thc solemnities attending the funeral of W-m S -n, the comedian, on 

Tuesday last, were al once singular and adding. There was no clergyman pre¬ 
sent to perform the Iasi s.ul ollices due to the remains, and preparations were, of 
course, in pro -ress to inter the corpse in silence. At this juncture, however, one 
of the’associates of the deceased, an old gentleman, nearly lilty years ot age (him¬ 
self a sterling player withal), suggested that it was unbecoming to consign llieir 
friend to the To nb without some rel gious observances Thu old genilem.Mi had 
been reared in the faith of the Church of Kngland, and still retained his partiali¬ 
ties for the sublime forms of worship as adopted by that body. Accordingly, be 
drew f.o.n ms pocket the “ Book of Common Prayer," and turning to the Burial 
Srrvire uerlormcd, in a serious and tasteful manner, those duties which are ge- 
ncX;r«Hled to belong exclusively to the clergy. I 

Some there may be who will consider this an unhallowed assumption on ihe 
part of the old gentleman ; but those in attendance did not think so As he de¬ 
livered in deep and serious ior.es, the beautiful sentiments of the prayer book, lie 
was evidently affected himself. The associations of early youth—the recollections 
of lrs subsequent life—the circumstances bv which he was then surrounded—all 
combined to operate upon hie feelings. His hearers seeing that he felt the force 
of what he read, naturally sympathised with hun, and in the whole crowd, there 

was not one whose eye was unmoistened with a tear.
